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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 
includes the limitations that an infrared sensing calibration method comprises 
comparing an infrared detector output value to standard output values, determining an 
infrared emitter input value, and storing said infrared emitter input value as a calibration 
standard. Claim 10 includes the limitations that an infrared sensing calibration method 
comprises measuring whether detected radiation is within a standard range of output 
values and determining an infrared emitter input value to maintain said output within 
said standard range. Claim 12 includes the limitations that an infrared sensing 
calibration system comprises measuring whether detected radiation is within a standard 
range of output values and determining an infrared emitter input value to maintain said 
output within said standard range.

29-61).
